Ap 
injury that justifies war at all, justifies 
vigorous war ; 4 resigtance to govern- 
ment that justifies a resort to force to 
subdne it, justifies also that degree of 
furce necessary to accomplish the end |‘ 
in view. These doctrines are elemen- 
tary, and cannot be gainsaid, All gov- 
ernments and authorities inspired by 
political sagacity, have uniformly, act- 
ed upon them. War must be attend- 
ed by bloodshed, and punishment by 
puin ; but when the object in view is 
such as to make either war or pun- 
ishment a necessity, it is the sheerest 
folly as well as the most childish weak- 
ness, to shrink from their inevitable 
consequences. The history of England 
is full of examples showing how rebel- 
lians are most effectively suppressed ; 
aiid they all teach the lesson that in 
such cases measures, apparently the’ 
most cruel, are really the most 1 
mane. No instance is on record, 
_| far as we are aware, in the histor of 
_ | any nation, ancient or modern, in which 
an armed rebellion was attempted to 
be snbdued upon Quaker principles— 
no instance in which a government en- 
gaged in a domestic war upon its own 
soil, has: its professed adhe- 
rents within its own actual jurisdic- 
tion, any show of sympathy to its foes.
